DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21,23-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: Bae (US 7,242,975) and Park (US 7146,200) teaches camera 
mounted device of a folder type telephone and hinge means for rotatably connecting the 
body housing to the folder (see abstract ). 

2. On the other hand, the present application specifically teaches the camera 
configured to move longitudinally along the axis of rotation so as to extend toward from 
the mobile terminal and retracts as the folding moves from first position to second 
position and from second to first position respectively. These limitations, in conjunction 
with all other limitations, has not been disclosed, suggested or made obvious over the 
prior art of record. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
